Bond reduced to $10,000 for 


BELLE GLADE —The lawyer for an accused 
white supremacist and neo-Nazi argued that 
even though his client “might have offensive 


( views” that is no reason to deny him bond. 


Attorney Michael Stauder argued in behalf 
of his client David Christopher Dixon, 24, a 
correctional officer at Glades Correctional In- 
stitution. 

He and eight members of a group called 
White Patriots Part were arrested July 3. They 
were charged with planning attacks on blacks. 
The group allegedly followed through with 
their plans in several instances and are accused 
of firing shots into a local restaurant. 


Assistant State Attorney Rick Barlow 
argued before County Judge Don Adams that 
the suspects pose a threat to the community. 
He wanted pre-trial detention. 

He cited the existence of a conspiracy to 
commit violence. He said there are 
photographs, video tapes and confiscated 
magazines which show the intentions of the 


group. 

Stauder, along with other defense lawyers, 
argued that bond should be reduced to per- 
sonal recognizance. He noted that the only 
reason for bond is to make certain a person will 
show up in court for trial. 


Barlow argued that video tapes of the 
group's activities whould show the court the 
suspects are a threat to the community. 

Stauder used this argument to his advan- 
tage, saying that showing the tapes would on- 
ly serve to prejudice the court against un- 
popular views. 

He noted that a person's views have nothing 
to do with the amount of bond set for him. He 
noted that members of the Communist Party 
are given bond, even though their views are not 
consistent with mainstream America. 

The arrests of the neo-Nazis by Belle Glade 
police followed a six-week investigation. Par- 
ticipating in the investigation were the Palm

had been involved in other acts of violence. 

According to police, the acts were committed 
solely because the victims are black. 

At last week's bond reduction hearing 
lawyers argued that their clients were not a 
threat to the community. 

In answer to Barlow's argument, Judge 
Adams said, “You'll need a strong showing to 
convince me these people are not entitled to 
bond. 

Adams asked the lawyers to get together 
and come up with a compromise. He told them 
he was thinking of a bond in the $15,000 
range. 

The lawyers agreed $10,000 would be a fair

Institute, reportedly drove past un- 
suspecting pedestrians and then hit 
them with a spike-tipped ax handle. 

We have historically been blessed 
with good relations between the races 
locally. All citizens can recognize 
members of the White Patriots Party, 
and other screwball organizations, for 
exactly what they are 

Their goals are offeñsive, immoral, 
irrational, and out of step with history. 

Forty-four years ago, this country 
went to war to wipe the_threat of 
Nazism in Europe. J 

Nazism and neo-Nazism today re- 
mains as unacceptable as it has ever 
been. :

Haitians find ‘stitch in time’ 


Bx GENE ANTONIO - 

BELLE GLADE —Words written in Creole 
on the blackboard of a 4th Street workshop 
and classroom call for cooperation and striving 
to reach a goal. a 

The words carry special meaning to the 11 
Haitian students who each diy work at learn- 
ing the skill of tailoring while developing a 
sense of pride and accomplishment. 

Students work from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
weekdays learning to operate sewing machines 
and other tasks related to sewing and tailoring. 
For many it's their first experience with non- 
farm work. They also acquire good work 
habits and come to realize the importance of 
being part of a group and helping each other. 

The work-study program got underway June 
10 with funds coming from the Migration and 
Refugee Services of the U.S. Catholie Con- 
ference. 

According to Joanne Schwandes, Consultant 
and Project Demonstrator, the program has 
proved successful from the first day. 

The success comes in the form of enthusiasm 
from the Haitian students arid “the sense of 
pride and value” the work instills in them. 

But there's more than pride at stake at the 
Southwest 4th Street workshop. Students 
keep busy filling their first work order. A 
South Florida company wants 25 money- 
pocket aprons. E — 15 

If the aprons meet the buyer’s standards he 
promises to order 125 more, 

The students are fortunate to have an ex- 
perienced and skilled tailor as their teacher, 

Derozin Jean Mr. Jean“ studied tailoring 
for five years in Haiti. The licensed tailor 
guides students through each aspect of tailor- 
ing, from hand sewing to machine 
maintenance. 


D 
Jean also acts as translator. With his work- 
ing knowledge of four languages he breaks 

through communication barriers. SS 

Many of the Haitians have limited ability in 
English. Jean has no problem translating since 
he speaks English, French, Spanish and Creole. 

The tailor has good things to say about his 
students. He points with pride to their many 
accomplishments in two short weeks. 

Though the lessons center on sewing, the 
Haitians spend their days doing much more 
than learning a skill. 

As Schwandes points out, Coming to work 
here gives them a united group feeling. The 
day-to-day experience builds pride and does 
much to instill the work ethic in the men and 
women. 

Most Haitians in this country have only 
farm work experience. They aren't used to 


keeping schedules and working in close 


quarters indgors. z 
At this time of year field work is limited. 
Most of the Belle Glade students would sit idle 
if not for the program. $ 
One student has seven children; she is 
physically unable to work in the fields.

The program is not geared toward transfor- 
ming all the students into professional tailors 
and seamstresses. Students, however, should 
have the skills required to work in a workshop 
type of environment. 

Schwandes comments that students provide 
a service to the community while developing 
work skills. If they go on to work as pro- 
fessonals that’s an added bonus. 


‘The program is funded through August 10. 
Schwandes hopes it will be refunded. She's Con. 
fident more orders will come in after the aprons 
are sold. 

Presently space is limited and students are 
anxious to have an industrial sewing machine 
to work with. 

Until then the 11 students gather each morn- 
ing and begin work at learning a new skill and 
gaining a sense of pride and feeling of ac- 
complishment.
